339 Cars Pass Cemetery 
Gate In One Hqur Sunday 


During a one-hour period, from 2 to 3 o'clock Sunday afternoon, 


339 automobiles passed the south gate of the Gettysburg National 
cemetery, according to a count made by Maurice Stansbury, Balti- 
more street. 


Mr. Stansbury, a former employe of The Gettysburg Times, now 


a state employe at Harrisburg, makes his one-hour count each year 
on the Sunday before Labor Day. 


Pennsylvania led all the states in the number of cars counted by 


Mr. Stansbury during the hour period, with 147. Maryland was sec- 
ond with 66 and the District of Columbia next with 21. 


Twenty-Jour states and the District of Columbia were repre- 


sented in the tourist cars passing through the cemetery gate. 


Eighteen license plates were from New Jersey. New York and West 


Virginia tied with 16; Illinois has 13, Ohio, 11, and Virginia, eight. 
Indiana and Texas were each represented by three cars, and Mich- 
igan, Iowa and California, two each. 


One car from each of the following states was counted: Minnesota, 


Wisconsin, Oklahoma, Washington, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
North Carolina, Missouri, Delaware, Rhode Island and Connecticut.

more than 30 miles of swimming. 
The channel is only 19 miles from 
Cap Gris Nez, France, where she 
started, to Dover, England — but 
tides force channel swimmers to 
cover much more than that. 


Shirley May was moaning when 


her coach, Harry Boudakian, pulled 
her from the water. She had pleaded 
with him for 20 minutes not to. make 
her give up. 


The pretty blonde cried again and 


again:
